Some of the American emigrants are 
taking up the lands in Manitoba, Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, where there 
is almost a stampede to establish farms 
en the virgin soil, in the belief that 
the fertility of the land is ‘‘inexhaust- 
¥le.’’ Similar claims were made a few 
Pe ago about the prairies of the 

est and Middle West. Experience has 

ven, however, that no soil is inex- 
ustible unless cared for under an 
approved system of farm management. 

‘*This country has been pro 1 in 
the utilization of all its natural re- 
sources, especially the soil, and we are 
now paying the penalty,’’ said Mr. Spill- 
man, a few days ago, before leaving 
Washington for a field trip. ‘‘In many 
ef our older communities soil fertility 
fs greatly reduced. The depreciation 
ef the ea due to primitive methods of 
farming means a reduced income for 
the farmer, because of reduced capacity 
ef the land, and an increase in the 
east of food because of low yields. 
Many of our farmers, instead of staying 
at home and adopting methods of reno-

wating their wornout soils find it easier 
te sell the old farm and pack up and 
move on. 


‘*We are facing a new situation. No 
lenger does the improvement of land 
in the West meet the loss due to the 
abandonment of older lands in the East, 
eombined with the increased demand 
for the products of the farm, That 
the same process of soil exhaustion 
which caused the decrease of agricul- 
tural population and abandonment of 

rms in the East is now going on in 

e West and Middle West is evidenced 
by the decreased yields per acre on 
Jand which a decade or so ago was cou 
sidered the richest in the country, 

‘* Phere is a solution to the problem 
which confronts us, and [ am confident 
that the Ameriean farmer is industrious 
and competert enough to work it out 
en the ground. Abandoning or selling 
the farm to move to Canada does not 
Bs matters in this direction.

*exploitiv crite te ast, Sig erop- 
ping and failure to ilize the iand 
properly will continue as the causes of 
the non-success of some farmers, but 
not xe many as in years past. 

‘*The per acre yield of land must be 
increased by improved f>.ming systems 
which will ineludé the rotation of crops 
and the wise use of natural aud com- 
mercial fertilizers. Iutelligent farm- 
ers now recognize the importance of the 
effect of livestock on the fertility of 
the soil. Clover, peas, alfalfa and oth- 
er leguminous crops must be planted to 
restore nitrogen to the soil and humus. 
Leguminous crops have a wonderful 
effect on fertility. Corn planted after 
alfalfa in Kansas and Nebraska, com- 

red with corn grown after non-legum- 
ous crops, has shown an increase of 
75 per cent., according to a recent in- 
vestigation of the Department of Agri- 
oulture. The yield of corn has been in- 
ereased 50 per cent or more by sowing 
elover between crops. 

‘‘Countless cases might be cited to 
show the results which are secured. by 
really scientific farming. I think now 
of a farm in the Middle West that eight 

rs ago was producing only eight 
Dushels of wheat and twenty-five bush- 
ele-of corn to the acre. The owner of 
this farm was converted by a represen- 
tative of the department to the use 
of improved methods of conserving and 
building up soil fertility, and at the 
present time, and depending wholly 
upon the natural resources of the farm, 
bo is getting twenty-five bushels of 
wheat and fifty to sixty bushels of corn 
to the acre. Another instance is the 
ease of a farmer in New York State 
who lived in a region where potato 
growing had been the source of farm 
revenue for two or three generations. 


Poor methods had been used and the 
soil had ruu down until the yields 
were not over forty bushels of pota 


toes to t e acre, and these of a poor 
quality. A representative of the office 
of farm management induced this farm 
er to get good seed potatoes, enough 
to plant four acres, and then shqwed 
him how to hill them. The four acres 
produced 250 bushels per acre of good 
protatoes 

We make a special point of hunting 
up farmers wuo have already applied 
scientific metuods to their farming, aud 


then telling others about their methods, 
because in duiug this we know that our 
recommendations are entirely practical 
We find also that farmers are more 
ready to listen to accounts of the ex 
perience of anotber farmer thau they 
are to suggestions which have wot beeu 
tried. 

‘*The situation is bopeful Phe gain 
thing that is needed is a sufMfielent num 
ber of teachers who uvt only under 
stand the problems concerning — the 
farmer but understaud the proper 
methods to pursue in building up the 
soil There is # uation wide effort at 
the present time both by the Govern 
meut and by the States directed toward 
the resturation of soil fertility. Prog 
ress is being made and the farmers iu 
many parts of the country are lueredr 
ing their profits steadily through the 
application of correct furming methods 
to take the place of the old system of 


miving the soil.’

T will be remembered that when the 
Young Turks captured Yildiz last 
year, besides jewels and treasures, 

they entered into possession of the 
whole collection of secret reports and 
delations which had accumulated there 
during over a quarter of a century, 
thanks to the activity and industry of 
Abdul Hamid’s secret agents. These 
archives of treachery, corruption, and 
intrigue have not yet even been count- 
ed, but their bulk fills 360 odd cases, 
which have been stored at the War 
Office. A special commission is at: pre- 
sent engaged in classifying and register- 
ing these reports, but has been ake to 
examine only about half so far.

meral arguments already set out as to 
he fisheries are always advanced by 
him, and he especially dreads ihe insti 
tution of direct taxation or of statute 
labor on the roads. 

In Newfoundland the only taxation 
is that in the duties on imports. .The 
amount thus raised pays all the obliga 
tions of the state, provides schools, asy 
lums, hospitals, and chatities; covers 
the whole of the outlay for the upkeep 
of the Government, and meets the dis- 
bursement for public works of every 
form. There is no direct taxation what 
ever, there is no statute labor, as in 
Nova Bcotia, and it has been very aptly 
said that ‘‘ Newfoundland is the best 
country in the world for the poor man.’’ 


Among other factors which operate 
against Confederation is the feeling of 
the Irish element in the population— 
one-third of the whole—in favor of 
home rule, and against what is known 
among them as ‘‘selling the founiry’’; 
and the similar feeling among the great 
mass of the English element against 
sacrificing any of their independence; a 
feeling easily understandable when one 
considers that they are the descendants 
of the sea-rovers of the Elizabethan age. 

Such is the present situation in New 
foundland in regard to union with Can 
ada. Just what proportion of the people 


would favor it if the 
came to vote, it is im 
but the general impression is that it 
would be a small one, though it is ad 
mitted that with the spread of educa 
tion, the inereasiug intercourse between 
our people and those of the Dominion, 
the antipathy to Canada is diminishing. 
There are, however, prejudices to be 
overcome, misunderstandings to be re 
moved, and ill-feelings to be dissipated, 
before the subject can be approached on 
its merits, and eveu then it is doubtful 
|if the majority of the people would 
see in the most roseate presentution of 
the pro-unionist views any reason to 
change their condition In bygone 
years some of the inducements offered 
to Newfoundland to unite with Canada 
were; (1) that Canada would build a 
railway for Ws; (2) that under Canada 
the masses would have a free break 
fast tariff; (3) that as part of the Do 
minion we would enjoy a greatly en 
hanced prosperity.

Today none of the reasons exist any 
longer. The colony has built a trans 
insular system of 635 miles, and is now 
enterprising extensions which will in 
crease it to nearly 1,000 miles, and yet 
her prosperity is such that the present 
year sees the largest surplus revenue 
in her history. Th eNewfoundland work 
ing man now enjoys a free breakfast 
table himiself, for all the necessaries 
of life and the implements of industry 
used by the fisher, the farmer, and the 
miner are free from duty. In respect of 
material prosperity, Newfoundland con 
siders herself in quite as favorable a 
position as Canada. In the past ten 
years her surpluses of revenues have 
averaged $120,000 annually, although

| How do you keep ‘you hands clean? 

This is a very hard question to an 

swer if you are a motor enthusiast. 

There are several conditions, however, 

whieh, if understood, save much trouble 


in cleansing the hands after motor 
| work, From experience it will have 
| been noticed that the sole reason for 


motor dirt being hard to remove is the 
irregularity of surface to which it. is 
apphed. Cracks round and under the 
nails the most diffieult places to 
clean, next the creases in the fingers 
and thumbs, Given a smooth hand, 
very little dirt will stiek. Therefore, 
do all that is possible to keep the hands 
smooth. This is important. To do this 
there are several points to observe—Re 
nove the dirt without roughening the 
surface. Fill the interstices of the skin 
before starting work, Avoid chafes, 
chaps, and rubs, ie., knocking the skin 
off the knuckles and exposure to wet 
aud cold Avoid all coarse forms of 
soa}; never serape the nails with a 
knife; never use Sapolio, sand suap, or 
any alkaline substance whatever. Do 
not use gasoline to wash hands in; it 
coursens the hands very quickly. Gloves 
are uncomfortable to work in, so be 
fore beginning to work, rub the hands 
all over with a fine toilet soap, fill the 
nails and eracks round with it, and 
avoid contact with water till the job is 
over If necessary weur gloves with 
the finger ends cut off

prevails in Alabama, Georgia, 
Mississippi, North Carolina. North 
Dakota and Oklahoma. Kansas 
adopted prohibition in 1880 but 
did not enforée it rigidly in the 
larger cities until 1906, and Maine 
has galvanized her old law into 
new efficiency. Prohibition now 
has abolished the saloon in a ma- 
jority of the countries in Arkansas, 
Missouri, Texas, Connecticut, Del- 
aware, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kentuoky, Louisiana, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, Ohio, 
Oregon, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Virginia and West Virginia. 
And in every one of these states 
excepting New Hampshire and 
Iowa, where prohibitory laws were 
repealed in 1903, there is a strong 
movement for state-wide prohibi- 
tion, endorsed more or less defin- 
itely by one or two ruling parties. 

In the election of 1908 the anti- 
saloon league made gains in New 
York, Itlinois, South Carolina, 
Washington, Idaho, and Ohio. 
The movement is strong in South- 
ern Oalifornia, and is moving rap- 
idly up the coast. In Colorado 
the saloon has been abolished from 
93 tewns within the past two years. 
In Massachusetts in five years 
there has been a gain of 110 towns 
for the anti-saloon territory, and 
Worcester is said to be the largest
